* Johnson used as a vehicle for 
his criticism the foreign aid au- 
thorization bill which puts re- 
strictions on the program and 
fixes a spending ceiling of $3.6 
billion. 


In his statement after signing 


the measure, 
Johnson made

was waiting for traffic to clear 
before she lurned her car left 
off the highway. 


The brakes on 
the tractor- 


trailer went out as the driver, 
Ernest Reynolds, also a Gar- 
land County employe, tried to 
ftop behind Freeman, Kirkdof- 
fer said. 


He said Reynolds veered the 


truck to the left in an attempt to 
go around Freeman's pickup 
but the blade of the bulldozer 
slashed 
cab.

The heavy truck continued on,

Lawyers Try 
to Get Ruby 
Out on Bail 


DALLAS (AP)—Jack 
Ruby's 


lawyers are trying to get the 
man who killed the accused as- 
sassin of President Kennedy out 
of jail before Christmas. The 
state insists he should be kept 
behind bars. 


Dist. Judge Joe Brown or- 


dered a Dec. 23 hearing on a 
defense request Monday for re- 
lease of Ruby under bond. His 
trial on a charge of murder is 
set for Feb. 3 before the same 
jurist. 


During this legal activity at 


the county courthouse, heavier- 
Ihan-normal traffic continued 
outside the building past the 
point where a hidden rifleman 
ambushed the President Nov. 22 
It was two days later that Ruby 
shot Lee Harvey Oswald, the 
accused assassin, in the City 
Hall basement.

Fresh flowers appeal- 
there daily. Dozens of wreaths 
hang from a fence erected to 
support them.

The applica- 
tion contends that Ruby, 52, 
owner of a Dallas strip joint, is 
entitled to release under bond 
pending trial. 


Howard also said the defense 


staff, headed by Melvin Belli of 
Los Angeles and San Francisco, 
wants Ruby to undergo psychi- 
atric examination and this can- 
not be done properly in jail.

Nine Miners

Die in Utah 
Explosion

HELPER, Utah (AP) — Nine 


coal miners were killed and an- 
other injured Monday in an ex- 
plosion in what was described 
as a "model mine in the West." 


The blast occurred at the 


face, or end, of one of two 
shafts which branch out from 
the end of a 2,800-foot 
tunnel 


into the side of a mountain near 
this central Utah community. 


"They never knew what hit 


them," said James Diamanti, 
mine co-owner. "They fell right 
where they were working. They 
must have hit a pocket of gas." 


State Industrial Commission 


officials at the scene theorized 
the blast was caused by either 
coal dust or methane gas. 


It was the second major mine 


disaster 
in Utah this year. 


Eighteen men were killed Aug. 
27 in a potash mine explosion 
at Moab, about 100 miles south 
of Helper. 


Jesus Nunez, 45, was near the 


entrance to the wes shaft, about 
2,000 feet from the explosion. 


The blast hurled him 200 feet, 


broke his arm and cut him bad- 
ly.

Henry Mc-Clellan, aged 90, a 


resident of the Patmos area for 
many years, died Tuesday in a 
local hospital.

Johnson Calls 
for an End 
to Co Id War

U N I T E D NATIONS, N.Y. 


(AP)—President Johnson today 
called for an end of the cold 
war—once and for all—and of- 
fered to join in a worldwide 
crusade to conquer hunger, di- 
sease and ignorance. 


The new U.S. President ad- 


dressed the 113 members of the 
United Nations in the great blue 
and gold hall of the General As- 
sembly. It was his first appear- 
ance before an intcrnaloinal ga- 
thering since he took over after 
the death of John F. Kennedy 
Nov. 
22. 


Johnson was given a standing 


ovation as he e n t e r e d the 
jammed chamber from which 
the public had been excluded 
for security reasons. 


He quickly launched into his 


speech in which he pledged con- 
tinued U.S. support to the Unit- 
ed Nations and made an "un- 
swerving commitment 
to the 


keeping and the strengthening 
of peace." 


Johnson drew a burst of ap- 


pause when he referred to the 
dedication of the United States 
to the pace of the world and the 
betterment of mankind. 


Mrs. Johnson listened to her 


husband's speech from the front 
row of a special sealing section 
on the side of the assembly hall. 


Speaking from the rostrum 


where K e n n e d y had stood 
on Sept. 20 to address the same 
group, 
the President declared 


that he had "come here today 
to make it unmistakably clear 
that the assassin's bullet which 
took his life did not alter this 
nation's purpose." 


And he outlined the U.S. ob- 


jectives by saying the United 
States wants to: 


See the cold war end. once 


and for all. 


Prevent the dissemination of 
uakai1 tkfe'iipuYib'-tu naliu.'is not' 


now possessing them. 


Press on with arms control 


and reduction. 


Cooperate with all U.N. mem- 


bers "to conquer 
everywhere 


the ancient enemies of mankind 
— hunger, disease and ignor- 
ance." 


"The United States wants san- 


ity, security, and peace for all 
and above all," he said. 


He offered no specific pro- 


posals or major 
policy pro- 


nouncements beyond these brief 
aims. 


He did suggest in generalities 


that a modern New Deal could 
build a better world, that it is 
lime for a peaceful revolution 
on a universal scale to improve 
human welfare and dignity. 


"Peace is a journey of 1,000 


miles and it must be taken one 
step at a time," he said. 


He was given another stand- 


ing ovation when he left the 
chamber. 


He asserted: 
"The greatest of human prob- 


lems—and the greatest of our 
common tasks—is to keep the 
peace and save the future.,. 


"If there is one commitment 


more than any other that I 
would leave with you today, it is 
my unswerving commitment to 
the keeping and the strengthen- 
ing of peace. 


"The United States wants an- 


ity, security, and peace for all, 
and above all.

Conviction of 
Communists 
Ruled Illegal 


WASHINGTON (AP)-A fed- 


eral appeals court overturned 
today the conviction of the Com- 
munist party for failure to reg- 
ister as an agent of the Soviet 
Union. 


The basic ruling of the Court 


of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia was that to support 
the verdict of conviclion the 
government 
would 
have 
lo 


prove that a volunteer was 
available to register for the par- 
ty under the 1950 Subversive 
Activities Control Act. 


Throughout the trial in De- 


cember last year the principal 
defense contention was that no 
such person could come forward 
because doing so would incrimi- 
nate him as an individual un- 
der other terms of the act. 


The party 
had drawn the 


maximum penalty 
of $120,000 


fine — $10,000 on each of 11 
counls, each count covering one 
day's failure to register, and 
another $10,000 on a 12th count 
alleging failure lo provide in- 
formation a b o u t Communist 
party officers, members 
and 


finances. 


In rejecting the Communist 


defense contention that registra- 
tion was impossible because the 
registrant would be incriminat- 
ing himself, Judge Alexander 
Holtzoff 
of the U.S. District 


Court here had ruled that the 
F i f t h Amendment protection 
against 
self-incriminalion 
can 


be claimed only by an indi- 
vidual and not by an organiza- 
tion such as the Communist 
parly of the United States. 


The Appeals Court sent the 


case back to the District Court 
for either a new trial if the gov- 
ernment requests it, or a di- 
rected verdict of acquittal. 


The three-judge decision said 


legal precedent indicates "that 
an organization can always find 
someone willing, even if not 
legally bound, to act for it7'-. 


"But," the court added, "we 


think no such presumption can 
fairly be applied to the Commu- 
nist party. Since mere associa- 
tion with the party incrimi-

WASHINGTON (APV-A fed-

The U.S. Court of Appeals for 


the District of Columbia said 
the government failed to prove 
that no volunteer was available 
who could register for the par- 
ty under the act. It returned 
the case to the district court for 
either a new trial, if the gov- 
ernment requests it, or directed 
verdict of acquittal. 


Attorneys for the Communist 


party argued during the trial 
that no officer of the party 
could formally register it under 
the terms of the 1950 act with- 
out incriminating himself. 


The three-judge decision said

More than half the money — 


$690 million •— is earmarked for 
grants for construction of un- 
dergraduate and junior college 
facilities. Each state must use 
22 per cent of its alloment for 
public junior colleges and tech- 
nical institutes. 


The remainder can go to bothi 


public and private undergradu- 
ate 
colleges for building li- 


braries and science, engineer* 
ing, 
mathematics and foreign 


language classrooms. The fed- 
eral grant would be limited to 
one-third of such construction 
costs. 


Another $145 million will go 


for establishing or improving 
graduate schools, with the fed- 
eral grants again being limited * 
to one-third of the total cost. 


Finally, the bill provides $360

It would replace the present 


church assembly, but bishops 
and clergy would still sit sep- 
arately and have a final veto on 
synod decisions.

managed by the church com- 
| missioners—92 of them including 
! the archbishop of Canterbury, 
the prime minister, most dioce- 
san bishops and laymen appoint- 
ed by the church assembly.

The tasks confronting Johnson 


since he became president are 
just a rnild daily routine com- 
pared with what faced Truman. 


He had to end a war in Eu- 


rope (Johnson's main problem 
now is with the budget) and an- 
other in Asia, help get the Unit- 
ed Nations started, decide to 
drop atomic boms on Japan, re- 
convert the country to peace, 
hold down living costs and set- 
tle strikes. 


For some months after he 


moved into (he White House 
Truman practically had a hon- 
eymoon with the Republicans in 
Congress. That was in 1945. The 


honeymoon didn't last Jong, the 
next year was a congressional 
election year. 


The Republicans made their 


attacks on Truman so convinc- 
ing that in the 1946 elections 
the voters gave them control of 
Congress. From then on few 
presidents ever had so much 
raucous trouble with Congress 
as Tniman. 


Johnson, a shrewd manipula- 


tor, may do better. But it's not 
a good bet. 


Right now the congressional 


Republicans are laying off him. 
The Republican would - be pres- 
idential 
candidates 
have de- 


clared a moratorium on speech- 
making until after Jan. 1. 


But then they'll come back, 


re-charged by their rest, and 
able to make more noise than 
ever, particularly since John- 
son, like Truman, has to en- 
counter an election year, this 
time a 
presidential 
election, 


with himself no doubt a candi- 
date. 


But Johnson, deliberately or 


not, has folowed the Truman 
pattern in a general way up to 
this point. 


Truman lost no time, after 


becoming president, In address- 
ing a joint session of Congress 
to say he would continue Roose- 
velt's policies. Johnson did the 
same, to express his support 
for the late President Kenne- 
[cly's programs. 


Truman asked the Roosevelt 


Cabinet to stay, although there 
were changes later. Johnson has 
asked the Kennedy Cabinet to 
stay. 


Truman paid the House of 


Representatives a surprise visit 
19 days after taking office, and 
had lunch there. Twice within 
the 19 days since he took office 
Johnson has visited the House, 
and had lunch there. 


Truman early favored a tax- 


laid program. Right from the 


start Johnson favored Kenne- 
dy's tax-cut program. 


Within six months after Tru- 


man became president the Re- 
publicans began opening up oft 
him. They seem to be getting 
restless already 
about their
